4. The sealed envelope or other container containing the confidential material shall nt 
opened except for in camera inspection or pursuant to a Court order or the parties' stipule 
Subject to the Court's convenience and needs, the envelope or other container shall be kept und^r 
seal by the cieik until farther Court order. 

5. Unless and until otherwise ordered by the Court or agreed to in writing by the partie 
material designated "CONFIDENTIAL" shall be treated as confidential and shall not be 
disclosed except under the terms of this Protective Order. 

(a) In the event that any party objects to the designation of any document zs 
"CONFIDENTIAL" such party may, m writing, request the designating person to removf tije 
confidential designation. Such written request shall specifically identify the document at issufe. 
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(b) The designating person, by its counsel, shall respond in writing within: ten (lO) 
business days of receipt of the written request, or within such other period of time as may be 
designated by the Court or the parties* agreement. If the designating person refuses to removq the 
confidential designation, its written response shall state the reasons for this refusal. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, failure to provide a timely written response shall be deemed ^ 
refusal of the request. 

6. All confidential information shall be controlled and maintained in a maimer that prectades 
access by any person not entitled to access under this Protective order and shall be disclose 
only to persons described in paragraph 7 below in connection with this litigation only, nnlessj an 
until any party shows a need for the documents in related or subsequent litigation against th 
parties named in this action and either this Court or the court in the related or subseqperit 
litigation enters an appropriate order for modification of this Protective Order. 

7. Confidential material may be delivered, exhibited or disclosed to coimsel representing th 
named parties in this case, to counsel representing any insurer or indemnitor of any defenclan 
and to any support staff assisting such comiscl in the prosecution or defense of this litigatioh 
(collectively referred to as a party^s *'legal team"). Counsel who receives any confidejnti 
material shall be bound by this Protective Order and be responsible for (1) informing ofli^r 
members of his or her legal team of their obligations under this Protective Order and (2) 3ssi|rinjg 
that access to the confidential material is limited in accordance with this Protective Order, 



8. Confidential material may also be delivered, exhibited or disclosed below, to the follo^ivirig 
persons in addition to a party* s legal team: 

(a) Any expert or consultant interviewed for retention and/or retained by counsel to assist 
in the preparation of this case or to testify at trial or any other proceeding in this action ■ 

(b) Any person testifying at a deposition, hearing or trial of this action 
( c ) Any person who authored or previously received the material 

(d) Any court reporter employed in this litigation in that capacity 

(e) The Court 

9. This Protective Order shall remain in fiill force and efiect and shall contimie to be bindi^g on 
all parties and aflTected persons after this litigation terminates, subject to any subsequent 
modifications of this Protective Order for good cause shown by this Court or any court having 
jurisdiction ov^r an appeal of this action. After this action terminates, any party may se^k to 
modify or dissolve this Protective Order by Court order for good cause shown or by the p^qs* 
stipulatiorL
